In the name of the God we all worship, cannot we do 
something to curb the spirit of hate that is abroad in our 
lovely land, setting neighbor against .neighbor and class 
against class, till verily a mighty stench must rise to Heaven, 
an insult to the God-Man who died for all of us” 

We are not concerned with the opinions that our separ- 
ated brethren have concerning the Catholic Church, so long 
as those opinions are founded on truth, ‘but we do abhor 
opinions which are founded on fiction and misrepresentation. 
We earnestly ask our readers to make an effort to get at the 
truth before they believe or repeat the many stories now in 
circulation concerning the Church and her doctrines. 

When you hear a story about a church being. stored with 
arms and ammunition for the destruction of Protestants, we 
ask you to call on the priest and ask him to show you through 
the church, or better still ask some Catholic friend. Either 
will be glad to show you through the church, or school, hos- 
pital or whatever Catholic institutions there may be in your 
town. Then judge for yourself if the story you have heard 
be true. 

Think of the hate and enmity which could be averted if 
people would only wait unti! they have investigated before 
passing on such stories as truth. Only a few ddys ago a 
prominent Methodist minister, in remarks addressed to a 
priest, intimated that the Catholic Church, and the priest 
himself, considered the minister as invalidly married and his 
children as illegitimate because they were not married by a 
priest.

Only a few days ago a 
prominent Methodist minister, in remarks addressed to a 
priest, intimated that the Catholic Church, and the priest 
himself, considered the minister as invalidly married and his 
children as illegitimate because they were not married by a 
priest.
